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Industry for Alberta 


In the past decade Alberta has experi- 
enced notable industrial growth, leading some 
to believe that the day is not far distant when 
manufacturing will replace agriculture as Al- 
berta’s most important source of wealth. 

While the point does not concern us at the 
present time, we are interested in assessing 
the relative industrialization of the small Al- 
berta town with a typical small town in east- 
ern Canada. 

And it doesn’t require much thought to 
come up with the decision that eastern towns 
are far more industrialized than ours, and 
consequently, in the main are prosperous. 

Alberta has for decades been dependent 
on one single main source of revenue—the 
farms. Consequently, in depression times 
when the farm surpluses glutted the markets 
and the price system offered meagre returns 
to the farmers, all Alberta suffered. 

What is now happening in Alberta, 
though, is that our economy is becoming con- 
stantly more diversified, and therefore, more 
stable 

Along with farming we have oil, natural 
gas, coal, lumber, ceramics, and other key 
industries. 

But as the small towns constitute the back- 
bone of Alberta, our province will never be 
really secure until they too are industrialized 
in a diversified manner. 

Small manufacturing plants, flour mills, 
salt mills, are required in ever greater num- 
ber to protect the welfare of Albertans. 

And so it is that we invite prospective 
manufacturers to locate in Alberta’s small 
towns or in the suburbs of cities, which after 
all, are the best places in the country to raise 
families and lead decent lives. 

Enquiries ditected to the provincial gov- 
ernment, local boards of trade, and the news- 
papers, will recelve prompt attention

Land of Purple Hills 


By RAYMOND ARGYLE 


Stretching northwest from Edmonton, back to- 
ward the distant Rocky Mountains are a chain of 
long valleys bounded on either side by low purple 
hills. One of the most serene pastoral regions of 
Alberta, this is the Lac Ste. Anne country, 80 
named by early French explorers in honor of one 
of their patron saints. 

I had the pleasure of spending a week-end in 
the Lac Ste. Anne country a short while ago. What 

impressed me most about 

* the district is its virtual 

‘ast frontier’ atmosphere 

A single track of rail line 

reaches far back into those 

purple hills, together with a 

gravel highway that prob- 

ably is impassable during a 

typical muddy Alberta 
spring 

Beauty spot of the region 
is the lake, site of popular 
Alberta Beach, where hun- 
dreds of people from the 
surrounding districts, and from Edmonton, spend 
pleasant week-ends, forgetting for awhile their 
worries which they've left behind them 

Driving out from Edmonton you enter the dis- 
trict in the vicinity of Onoway, but on a drive 
through on the main road you see only the outline 
of the town, with its tall church spire and elevators 
standing against the prairie horizon It is here 
that the municipal office for the district is located 

The hot July sun burns on unendingly in the 
sky, and the green foliage along the road stands 
scorched in the mid-day blaze. Farmers of the dis- 
trict ominously acan the skies for sight of rain, the 
worry of drought this year adding to their common 
problems of farm labor, market prospe¢ts, and 
other worries of the prairie farmer 

Some of the little towns that dot the Lac Ste 
Anne country (there's almost a score of them ali 
told), are pretty communities settled along the by- 
ways of the district, but some are gaunt, clap- 
board towns that give the appearance of being 
stifling hot all summer and freezing cold in winter 

Perhaps the most pleasant town is Sangudo, 
built on a hill overlooking the main road, layed out 
so that the casual passer-by sees only a brief glimpse 
of the place. 

Farther on the traveller comes to Rochfort 
Bridge, so named because of the great wooden 
trestle over which the railway runs. Beyond Roch- 
fort Bridge lies Mayerthorpe, the last sizable com- 


munity on the line 

Few travelers go beyond Mayerthorpe, but if 
they did. they would find the land even more beauti- 
ful and the hills a deeper hue of purple, as they 
reached Greencourt .and Whitecourt, the end of the 
line
